wunished, There are, however, two 
dangers, One is that even gross cruel-

10 YEARS LIFE OF THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS |Smvraa came to Gerteva, wil not

Geneva, September 7. 

As we gathered (last Saturday) 
ta lay. the foundation stone for a 
permanent lHfeadquarters of the 
League of Nations, it was impcasible 
not to recall the crowded and busy 
‘days of discussion at the. Conference 
of Paris and the sittings of the 
Committee charged with+the draft. 
ing ‘of the Covenant and the final 
adoption of its, proposals by the 
Conference, Szveral of my old col- 
leagues of the Covenant Committee 
—M. Venizales, once more holding 
the reins of power in Greece: 
General Smuts, to whom the Coven- 
ant owes so much, <M. Hymns, 
Minister of ‘Foreign Affairs in 
Relxium: Signor Scliloja of Italy— 
live to sea, and I hope take zourage, 
from the outcome of their labours. I 
could have wished that Weodrow 
Wilson, whose courage and deter- 


mination made the Laague possible, | 


and Leon Bourgeols, who brought 
the critigal agitteness and logical 
spirit of France to the building of it, 
could have lived to, snare our 
uratitude for all that the recent 
ceremony has symbolised. For be- 
hind this removal: of the’ centr2 of 
our new International community 
from the inadequate shelter of a 
cosmopolitan hotel and a sevond rate 
concert hall to a dignified and abid- 
ing home lie a, great truth and a 
areat hape. The truth js that, the 
League of Nations has become, in- 
utead of a frail experiment, an in- 
dispensable organ of co-operation 
Tor the great part of the Govern- 


‘) ments of the world. The hope is 


that aceeptance of this truth will 
soon be strong enough among the 
peoples of the world to oblige their 
Governments to ‘put aside the costly 
and hate-provoking implements of 
conflict, that vurvive from an age 
of armed rivalry and are now uo 
flagrantly inconsistent with the co« 
operation centred in Geneva which 
iner2ases yearly in effectiveness, 
Then and then only shall we see a 
League strong enough to stifle any 
outbreak of Inwless violence, how. 
ever formidable the aggressor. 
Herein lies the chief task of the 
deende before us: but, before look- 
ing ahead, it is fitting that we 
should tnke stock of the present 
situation and recall the progress: of 
the League of Nations during tho 
ten years that are past. 

A Period of Disillusionment 

Pubti¢ opinion upon the League ot 
Nations in many countries still Ings 
behind’ reality. The League as it 
lives’ and works to-day is something, 
very different from the comparis 
tively impotent organisation, “still 
“overshadowed by remains 
great Allied machine of war, which 
#roped its way into Etiropean life 
nine or ten years ago, Yet it is, I 
find, still by the standards of 1921 
or 1922, ‘if not of 1919, that vast 
numbers of people judge the milti- 
ferious activities of the League: to- 
day. This is perhaps due to the. 
profound disillusionment produced 
in the public mind by the disastrous 
political and’.economic consequences 
of the war and the Inability of the 
new League, in which so many hopes 
had been reposed, to put the world 
quickly to rights. The refusal of 
the United States of America in 
March '1920 to ratify the Peace 
Treaty or to enter the League seem: 
ed, in the eyes of many, to be a 
death blow to the new institution, 
Some religious leaders, though by 
no means all of-them, already re- 
luctant to commit themselves to the 
support of the League, were less 
than ever disposed to entangle 
eternal verities with what seemed 
experiment. Very few of the great 
newspapers of Europe or America 
likely to be an ephemeral political 
either troubled to have special re- 
presentatives to follow the League’s 
work or were able t6 resist in their 
eolumns- the prevailing 
cynicism or pessimism concerning 
future. Hardly anywhere 
among the peoples of the defeated 
Powera were any volces to be heard 
in favour of an institution vitiated, 
as was commonly ‘belleved, by the 
domination of. ‘thelr * victorious 
enemies. Those who remained 
steadfast in thelr belief in a great 
fature for the League of Nations

NATIONAL ENCOURAGEMENT 


. At the annual dinner of ‘the Clyde 


"Navigation Trust special references,

Hon, W.llam Adamson, Secretary o: 
State for Scotland, who appealed for 
the support of business mon in th: 
great task of rcorganising the indus- 
try and commerce of the country, 90 
that the necessary changes might b> 
made and prosperity restored, 

After the loyal — toasts the 
first was thot of “His Majesty's 
Ministors,” proposed by Sir Robert 
Stewart. Much was being said, 
Sir. Robert stated, about , how 
Industries were moving south, but 
now It waa a case of the English com. 
ing north, and soon it would be thy 


old Macgregor ery of ‘Landless” in 


the north, The fact that nome of thy 
Scottish industries had gone across th> 
Border was to be deplored, because #0 
far as the industrial classes were con: 
cerned there were no better workmen 
than those of thr Clyde, (Applause). 
The Right Hon, Wm. Adamson, reply- 
Ing, aaid the task wh'ch lay to th: 
hand of H's Majesty’s Ministers was 
a very difsult one, and they wou'd 
need all.the encouragement and help 
which it was possible for a gathcring 
such as that to give thom. 

- There wes a part of the work of the 
Government that was of special in- 
terest to Scotland ond the Scottish 
people. In no part of the British Em- 
pire had tho af ermath ‘of the war lef* 
problems of greater commlexity than 
it had left in Scotland. Although th- 
figures of emigration per head of the 
nopulation were three times higher for 
Scotland than for any other part o' 
the United Kinedom, there was still a 
higher percentage of unemploved in 
Scotland of men and women than in 
any other nart of Great Britain. Thos 
were facts which provided all of them 
with food for thought. 

. The Economie Standpoint — 

The task of reorganising the econo- 
mic life of the pcopte and putting i 
on a sounder basis was of vital interest 
to all of those present, whether th: 
position was examined trom the point 
of view of shipbultaing, iron and stee., 
coal mining, agriculture, or fishing— 
which wee their stapie Industries, 
Whother the reorganisation menn. 
changes in methods of production, o- 
marketing p.oduce, in transport, 0: 
changes in tnteinational business re- 
lations, they coud not stop short 0. 
making these changes in the economie 
life of the people. ° 

The Go.prnment, and particularly 
those of .hym -who were responsibli 
for the admin'stration ‘of Scottish 
affairs, had ail these things in view, 
and it woud bo their constant endea- 
vour to make the necessary changed 
step by step. 

Sir Robert Bruce, LL.D., proposing 
the tonst of "The Clyde Trust,” said:— 

In one of his expansive moods Joho 
Burns described the Thames as ‘“iquid 
history.” ‘What else but history was 
the Clyd>? Was it not a scroll upon 
which owas written the atory of Scot- 
land's riso_to industrial and commor- 
cial powo 2?

ever made to the harbour—had bean 
realised. " 

Basin No. 1 was but a portion of 
the who.e Shieldhall scheme. Whsn 
it would be necessary and expedient 
to proceed further remained to ba 
seen, and though ‘it might be a 
temptation to go on to the next 
basin wh.le evidontly the Government 
would be prepared to give substan. 
tlal help in the way of money, ha 
had no hes'tation in saying that ft 
would be folly for the Trust to add 
furthor to the arbour and increase 
their heavy finarcial burdent when 
there was no prospect for years ta 
come that such accommodation would: 
be used. 

‘The population of Glasgow and the 
West of Scotland—of ali - the area 
which could provide traffie for tho 
port of G.asgow—was not likely to 
Increase by ‘leaps and bounds, nov 
was trade likely to make such 
phenomonal expansion as‘to require 
them to add miles to their quayago, 
which, when tho new dock was open, 
would be more than enough. But be 
that as {t might, the groond war 
there, the plans wero there, and a 
few years would suffice to complete 
the work, 

If the Trust were abla to face the 
initial cost and subsequent burden ho 
should like to sce another dry dock 
—a dock capable of taking the larg- 
est ship ofloat, That would mean 
an eno-mous capital outlay, but 
amie day it would have to be fac- 
ed. . .

The rule of the survival of the fit- 
test worked slowly. in this epuntry, 
but until there was some arrange:

would be slow. * 

White much excellent work was be- 
Ing done on the Clydo, and the ton- 
nage this year looked like reaching 
high figures, prices received for new 
onnaga were ‘atl'l inadequate. The 
shipbulld-r was at a great disadvan- 
tage compared with the shipowner. 
The capital of the-former was fixed, 
ond it wos one of the least-dasily 
realisable of asscts, The shipowner 
on the other hand, moved his canital 
to that part of the wor'd where, 
normally, he .might hope to emp’oy 
it profitably, If he wanted to rea‘ise 
his assets, he had some one in tho 
large international shipping world a3 
a potential buyer. 

Shipbuilding Difficulties 

Mr. S.:R. Beate, president of tha 
Glasgow Chamber of Commerce, in 
replying, referred to a remark by 
Mr. Adamson that he was surprised 
at the amount of work going on In 
yards on the Clyde, and pointed ont 
that shipyards full of work taken at 


an unprotitabdle figure, did not repre- | 


sent a hea.thy state of affairs, As 
shipbuilding must dspend on ship- 
ping, so the probiems of one person 
reacted on tha demand that: the other 
recelved for his products; and they 
were aji too conscious in this part 
of the wo Hi that the demand for ships 
and the prices obtainable for them 
were not what they ehould be. 

Many of the great firms there and 
elsewhere were highly specialised to 
the production of naval requirements. 
While, probably, none of them had 
anything but approval for the efforts 
of various British Government to- 
wards world peace, and while thev 
recognised that, to achieve this end, 
as well as from motives of economy, 


it was untikely that the production - 


of naval armaments would ever re- 
turn:to the normal pre-war level, it

consequent unhappy persistenco of a

ing was o predominant industry. 
Whothor it was of any real na- 
tional advantage or nof,. continued 
Mr, Beals, for the vessel which he'd 
the cross Atlant'c speed record to 
ba of British construction and own- 
ership, he did not know; but he did 
Imow that many shared w'th him’ the 
hope that some great British firm of 
shipowners might give a great Bri- 
tish firm of shipbuilders the oppor- 
tunity of regaining tha record for 
this country: and, should this oppor- 
tanity be given, they all alncerely 
hoped the lot would fall on one of 
their Clyde yards. (Applause.)

AIR RESEARCH. 


EXPLORING THE ETHER WITH 
GUNFIRE 


THRILLS FOR THE’ SCIENTIST 


Kew Observatory—the_ eighteenth 
century setting for twentieth century 
Kcientifie research—-was the scene’ re- 
cently of an {nspectlon by meteoro- 
logists from all parts of the Empire 
of the most modern methods for pro- 
bing the secrets of the atmosphere. 

These were explained by Dr. 
F. J. W. Whipple, the Superintendent 
of the Observatory, The exploration 
—hby means of gunfire air-waves—of 
air strata ut d helght of forty milea, 
holds for the scientist as great a 
thrill as the penetration of the 
Amazon fungle by the traveller. 

Heat of the Air 

Dr. Whipple explained. how, dy 
means of gunfire from selected points 
at varying distances from “the Obser- 
vatory such:os Woolwich, Shoebury- 
ness, and Birmingham, the velocity 
and trajectory of the alr waves thus 
set up can be made to record their 
Progress on a photographic film, thus 
enabling a graph to be made. Since 
sound travels more quickly through 
atmospheres at ascending tempera- 
tures and vice versa, it is possible 
to conjecture how hot the alr is at 
the highest point of the trajectory. 

“By means of observation balloons 
with -temperature, pressure, and 
humidity recording instruments at- 
tached to them, we have been able to 
ascertain the temperatures of the air 
at a height of about 14 miles,” added 
Dr. Whipple. . 

; Would Boil an Egg 

"Unfortunately we cannot get the 
balloons any higher. The tempera- 
ture at that height is roughly about 
minus 70 degrees "Fahrenheit, Now 
comes’ the curious thing, The 
Runfire experiments all point to the 
probability of the atmosphere'’s be- 
coming warmer at greater heights, 
and in all likelihood, when we reach 
a height of between 80 and 40 miles, 
the temperature is high enough to 
boil an egg"! . 

Visitors watched with the -greatest 
interest the sending up of an experi- 
mental balloon“with recording instru- 
ments’ by Mr. L. H. G. Dines, the 
scientist in charge of this branch of 
research, and the son of Professor 
W. H. Dines, inventor of the Dines 
Metcorograph—ay’ the apparatus for 
air exploration is called. 

Prevent Damage 

The ancroid instruments, with two 
sharp metal points which scratch their 
tell-tale lines on a tiny silver-plated 
sheet, as pressure and temperature 
Yeact upon them, are encased in an 
aluminium cylinder and slung rigid 
inside a parachute framework to break’ 
the fall and prevent damage, » . 

An official label attached to the bal- 
loon offers the finder 6s. reward for 
the apparatus (to the 
Observatory, So small’ are the 
metal’ plates on which these records 
are taken that they can only. be rdad 
by placing them under o strong 
microscopic lens and the necessary 
graphs are drawn by this method, 

The immediate object of these 
researches is to.try to discover how 
the atmosphere behaves. “Even yet, 
we don’t understand exactly how the 
weather processes really take place,” 
said Dr. Dines.

DRUG TRAFFIC AND A MASTER'S 

‘ ’ DUTY

The_ conviction of the master of 
the “Hong Kheng” under the Sea Cus+ 
toms Act in Rangoon following the diz 
covery Of 223 Ibs. 12 ozs. of contra- 
band opium on the ship in April has 
been set aside by the Central Board 
of Revenue at Simla. 

The Officiating Collector of Customs, 
tn fining the captain, $1,000 and order. 
Ing the confiscation of the opium: held 
that the master of n' vessel is expected 
to take specin? preventive measures to’ 
ensure against the concealment of con. 
traband on board. ‘ 

‘ Ingenlous Methods . : 
|. The ingenious and elaborate manner 
tn which ‘the opium was‘ contrived to 
be concealed in this instance in differ- 
ent parts of the vessel without being 
observed by some resvonsible officers of 
the ship makes it clear that all pre- 
cautions ‘which a master is rightly ex- 
pected to take were not: takerl, 

“Xt ts the neglect of this duty which 
in my opinton facilitated the carnurgling: 
of the opium,,and. for which I hold 
the master responsible unless the pers 
fon or persons immediately concerned 
arc exposed, . ;

It is being operated by the Inter- 
national Combuagton Engincering 
Corporation, associated with Coal 
Oit Extraction, Limited, of “London, 
supplying, on long contract, a 
minimum of 3,000,000 cub. ft. of

:B.Th.U. per cubic foot, to the Public 
Service Electric and Gas Company, 
of New, Jersey. 

Large Rotary ‘ 

Tho installation includes’ eight 
standard .retorts constructed by the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation,” Each 
of these is a very large rotary, slight- 
ly inclined, mechanically continuous, 
externally heated stect cylinder 72-{t. 
long and 10-ft. dia., having an inner 
cylinder 86-ft, long and 65-ft. 6-in.dia., 
which carries the load. 

The camplete weight of each retort 
is about 160 tons, the outer drums 
being made in three sections. The 
two end portions are %-in, thick, and 
the middle section 1-in. thick, with all 
the scams hammer-welded water-gas 
heating and ‘annealed. 

Each seam is atso reinforced by 
means of outer steel bands 2-ft. 
wide and 13/16-In, thick, riveted 
and welded, while the inner drum is 
on the same lines, but much heavier, 
made of 1 3/16-in. plate. The smalt 
coal enters the retort at one’ end and 
travels along the inner cylinder dur- 
Ing 1% hours, being raised to a tem- 
perature of 400 deg. to. 570 deg. Fahr. 
(205-800 deg. Cent.). . . 

Afterwards the charge falls out 
through small apertures into the 
outer’ cylinder, which is the hottest 
zone, about 925-1,025 deg, Fahr. 
(495-550 deg. Cent.), and” at the 
same time high superheated, ateam at 
860-950 deg.

Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
the scope of whose work could 
‘| easily be increased were funds 
available. ‘As the President has 
pointed out in-a letter to the 
“China Mail’ “what is needed: is 
&' permanent’. endowment, — but 
until a generous “benefactor ap- 
pears the Society relies on the in- 
creasing generosity, of the public 
and the power of the Press to 
educate public opinion in. the 
matter. Kindness to dumb 
animals is one of the cardinal 
virtues which, most unfortunate. 
ly, is not inherent in all of us. 
Asin other Oriental cities the 
masses are usually passive and 
indifferent to any efforts made to 
teach them to be kind to animals. 
In some of them it is to be feared 
that there is a wanton instinct to 
practige cruelty. In numerous 
cases in the Police Courts’ they 
content themselves with pleading | 
“ignorance” of local Jawa, and in” 
an equal number of other cases’ 
they excuse their cruelty hy aay~ 
ing that they have just “come 
from the’ country.”" + In 
other places there are honorary 
ingpectors who'supplement the 
useful work done by the Society's 
paid officials, and there seems no 


appointed in this Colony. It 
should not be difficult to obtain 
volunteers for this work in vari. 
oua districts, for the cause is ‘a 
most praiseworthy one. Mean- 
while, however; 'tis to be hoped 
that the appeal being made ta 
the public for funds’ will meet 
with the /response it undoubtedly 
deserves.

Dame Fashion js'to have a busi- 
ness manager, or, rather, a number 
of business managers, in the near 
future. 

They will call themselves the 
British Colour Council. The main 
object of this body will be to detdr- 
m.ne the colours for the fashion and 
allied ‘trades. . 

The Council will work on the 
lines of the United States Colour 
Card Association, which provides 
its members with two carda. ’ One 
of these, “A,” is a standard or basic 
colour card of colours which: are 
likely to obtain for four or five 
years. The other, "B,” is a seasonal 
card, giving the very' latest Shades 
discovered by the’ scientists in 
dyers’ laboratories‘ and adopted by 
Dame Fashion's advisers. : 

It is felt that the time has come 
for the inauguration of a British 
organisation. A meeting with thia 
object is to be held in London on 
October 9, over which Lord Ebury, 
D.S.0., chairman of the Army and 
Navy Co-operative Society Ltd., 
and president of the London Em. 
ployers’ Aasocfation, is to, preside. 
In outlining the proposed scheme, 
the details of. which are yet to be 
settled, the organisers say: 

“Colour plays an {ncreasingly im- 
portant part in modern commerce, 
and {t is the dominant factor in 
buying and selling. in- many indus- 
tries, It is the ruler of the textile 
and allied trades, both Inthe home 
and overseas markets. The dis- 
covery of the correct colours for a 


given season is the surest way to ' 
make buying and selling easy for { 


the dyer, manufacturer, and dis- 


tributor. . 

“Modern interest in colour has 
developed the colour sense of the 
masses to a’ remarkable degree, so 
that the consumer has become a 
keen and fastidious critic of 
colours. The presence of this 
dominant factor combined with 
highly developed and widespread 
consumer taste has made fashion 
colour determination one of the 
keys to successful commercial: en- 
terprise., ; 

; Research in Paris 

“The placing of fashion colour 
determination for the British Em- 
pire in British hands,” the hon. 
sec. of the provisional committee 
of the British Colour Council, Mr. 
H. Kay, said, swill provide all British 
manufacturers and distributors 
simultaneously with early and 
authoritative information of colour 
tendencies. It will conduct colour 
research in Paris and other fashion 
centres 80 as to be in a poaition to 
provide members with the ‘latest 
and inost exact’ colour information 
from all sources, : 

“By getting advance and 
nuthoritative information about 
fashion colour tendencies, manufac- 
turers and distributors will be in 
a better position than they are at 
present to prepare gooda in advance 
of seasons, By limiting the apecu- 
lative element from colour decisions 


‘1 if will make for economy in pro- 


duction and reduce the risk ‘of buy- 
ing and holding stocks,” 

It ia not improbable that the new 
Colour Council will employ art and 
literary advisers in the search for 
new and beautiful colours for my 
lady's dress and to givd new names 
to-new hues, ' 
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to which they are related. The eye 
rests gratefully on them, 
sciously relieved to find a small 
space in vivid contrast-to the re- 
mainder of some large expanse.

* “The Rosy Fingers” is a re- 
marknble book, the many good 
points of which ave nullified by 
the author’s unfortunate complex. 
The preface and the first chapter, 
headed “Introductory Considera- 
tions,” are as egotistical as any-. 
thing we have ever read. 

Thus we have in’ the very first 
sentence: “This. little book is 
written inthe hope of laying the 
foundations of a‘better world.” 
Later on we get: “I have begged 
the hammer of Thor to smite on‘ 
the structures; those that are 
rotten crumble at the blow.” And 
from there to the end of the book 
the trumpet-blowing goes on 
until one expects to hear the au- 
thor exclaim like John of Gaunt, 
“Methinks I am ao prophet’ new- 
inspired." : 


In passage after passage we 
have Nlagaras of verbosity cas- 
cading from paragraph to para- 
graph so that one cannot see the 
page for words, 

The jaded reader struggles 
through a welter of polysyllables 
and becomes too fagged to be in- 
terested. Then the author seems 
to believe that he has a monopoly 
of wisdom: Kant is wrong, Hagel 
{8 wrong.gHume and Locke sre 
wrong, Baldwin ‘and McDonald are 
wrong; Lynch alone knows. 

7 * * 

Colonel Lynch, who -is” old 
enough ‘to know ‘better, reminds 
one’ of a swollen-headed young 
student, consgious of his superlor- 
ity, returning to his native village 
and talking down to the awe- 
struck yokela at the Church Liter- 
ary Society. He is far too full 
of Colonel Lynch and does not 
give the ordinary render enough 
credit for wisdom and judgment. 
And that is a pity for Mr. Lynch 
is undoubtedly a brilliant though 
lop-sided man ‘who says many 
clever and arresting things. But, 
unfortunately for him, braggarts 
are seldom taken serfously, and 
80 many: of hia wise and pregnant | 
remarks get from the irritated 
reader less attention than they 
deserve. The footnotes are excel: 
lent and easily the most enjoyable, 
part of the’ -book: being direct, 
meaty, and free from the first per- 
son singular. If Colonel Lynch 
had only got some candid literary 
friend to cut. out the digressions, 
tone the highly coloured passages, 


.| and. pruno. rémorsolessly-the book 


would have been one hundred 
pages smaller, one hundred per 
cent. more readable, and one 
thousand per cent. niore influen- 
tial.
